Message to the King. 

At six o’clock the Lord Mayor and the Lady 
Mayoress held a reception in the Library, when 
the guests filed in and were presented to his 
Lordship. Just before seven the Lord Chancellor 
and the Judges arrived; then came the Prime 
Minister, attended by other members of the 
Cabinet. They were received by the Lord 
Mayor, who incidentally mentioned that in the 
name of the citizens he had despatched the 
following to His Majesty: ‘‘ Your Majesty’s 
loyal and devoted subjects, the citizens of 
London, respectfully tender hearty congratu- 
lations on this your birthday, the first ‘since 
your accession, and an expression of their fervent 
hope that Your Majesty’s life may long be spared 
to guide and rule over the citizens of your great 
Empire." 

The King sent the following reply: '' The 
King gratefully acknowledges your telegram 
of congratulation expressed in the name of the 
citizens of London as well as your own.”’

just over 960. Tn the Guildhall itself provision 
was made for 855, and in another part of tbe 
building tables were spread for those who could 
not be accommodated. 


Lord Salisbury 


took the War for the subject of his speech, and 
congratulated his hearers on the **kindly feeling ” 
displayed by the other Great Powers towards this 
country during its ‘‘embarrassments and diffi 
culties.” There was not, in bis opinion, any 
cause for apprehension or discouragement with 
respect to the length of the campaign. lt was 
impossible, without a dereliction of duty, to lay 
bare *the whole circumstances of the case," 
“all that was going on,” but he was expressing, 
not his own judgment only, but the views of 
thosc who had the best opportunity of observing 
the real trend of events, when he said that we 
were making, * month by month and week by 
week, 
Sure and Substantial Progress.” 

His Lordship warmly denied that the Govern- 
ment had ‘‘ neglected its duty " in any way in 
connection with the war, and complained that 
the criticisms directed against it were nothing 
but ''vague vituperation." Our position was 
unchanged; whnt we desired was, as it always 
had been, to give to the conquered territories 
the blessings of self-government at the earliest 
possible moment. ` The Premier concluded by 
declaring that the most precions and effective 
quality of a nation was not passion or enthu- 
siasm, but 


The Dogged Determination 
which enabled a people to carry out the course 
of conduct which it had made up its mind was 
its duty and to its interest, without allowing 
itself to be deterred by discouragement or 
passing inconvenience.

The Bismarck of China. 


Li-Hung-Chang, the greatest of contemporary | 
Oriental statesmen, and frequently styled the | 
* Bismarck of China," died on Nov. 7 at 
Peking, the capital, and the centre of his latest 
Viceroyalty—that of the Province of Chih-li. 


No Chinaman ever had so great a name 
in Europe or America as Li, and the 


story of his career is one of fascinating 
interest. Born in 1823, he early distinguished 
himself as a Chinese “Graduate.” Leaving 
civilian lite, he joined in the military campaigns 
against the Tai-ping rebels—campaigns which 
were marked by the successes of the **Ever- 
Victorious Army ” of General Gordon. It will 
be remembered that Gordon promised their 
lives to certain of the rebel chiefs who sur- 
rendered, but that Li broke faith with them 
and had them all executed. This incident 
serves to give an indication of the character 
of Li-Hung- Chang. On the conclusion 
of the Tai-ping Rebellion, Li was given 
the highest honours by the Chinese Emperor. 
The second part of his career began in 1872, 
when he was advanced to the Viceroyalty of the 
great premier Province of Chih-li. Peking was 
the centre of his power, and here he ruled for 
many years; the period of his government being 
distinguished by vast improvements in the mili- 
tary and naval organisation of the Chinese 
Empire. Knowing the importance of a strong 
navy, and having seen the value of foreign 
military systems, 


He Created a Fleet, 


with headguarters at Tientsin, and had large 
bodies of native troops drilled after the European 
pattern. But, after nearly a quarter of acentury | 
of advance, there came the war between China 
and Japan. The triumph of the latter at first 
resulted in the disgrace and humiliation of Li; 
but when the final treaty came to be negotiated 
he was the man selected by the Empress to 
conclude a peace with the triumphant Empire of 
the Mikado. |

Cutting Back Roses. 

Next March will be the best month in which to cut back 
the roses planted this autumn. It is always advisable to 
prune such roses rather reverely the first season, and by this 
we mean that the growths should be cut back to about half 
their length. This induces new growth from the base of 
the plants, and the foundation is thus laid for a well- 
furnished plant. The next and following years the best of 
the new shoots are slightly shortened, and any small, 
weakly wood is eut quite out. One shoot should be selected 
and cut back hard quite to the ground each year, which 
ensures a constant supply of new wood from below; and 
thus the meagre amount of shoots near the ground, which 


so often spoils the appearance of an otherwise good 


specimen, is avoided.

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SMALL-POX AND 
DEAFNESS. 


Small-pox, in common with other contagious 
or exanthematous diseases, scarlet fever, and 
measles, is a fruitful cause of deafness, The 
inflammatory processes which affect the mem- 
branes of the middle ear in this disease may, in 
some cases, preduce simple catarrhal deafness, 
but the most frequént result is a purulent con- 
dition, with formation of an abscess, perforation 
of the ear-drum, and a discharge from the ear. 
A third and very rare form of deafness, appear- 
ing as a complication of small-pox, is caused by 
changes in the structures of the labyrinth or in- 
ternal ear, and is produced through the effect
